ALLIANCE INVOLVES 


MILES OF CABLE 


An alliance involving over 
50,000 
miles ot submarine cable has just been 
entered into- by the Postal Telegraph 
Commercial Cablo System and the All 
America Cabies, Inc. This 
alliance 


not only provides for an exchange of 
traffic between the two companies but 
also that tho ofllcers and agents of 
each shall, act as representatives for 
tbe other. The news of this now com- 
bination was given out by Clarence II. 
JIackay, president of the rostal Tele- 
graph Commercial Cables. . 
In part Mr. Mnckay says, "This 
agreement is a niost forward step In 
cable communication because it cre- 
ates the greatest and moat comprehen- 
sive American cable system, extending 
from north to 'south from all parts of 
tho United States and Canada to Cen- 
tral and South America, and from east 
to west from Europe to the Orient, in- 
volving a -total cable mlle.igo of 50,000 
iriiles, and marks an epoch in .the de- 
velopment of cable communication in 
that It is distinctly -an all-Amerlcan 
system." 
The parties of the new contract will 
retain their 'separate corporate bodies 
but the agreement will make for great- 
er harmony so that actual messages 
will bo handled by the two companies 
with much more celerity than would 
be possible by a single organization.

old'ers to use, at least in part, substl- 
utes for domestic 
nnthracito 
coal. 
'hercfore,'ln order to ascertain the ex- 
ent that cordwood can be relied upon 
o alleviate our shortage of anthracite, 
vill you kindly-furnish this office with 
he Infoi-mntlon required below, and 
Uso any other facts which you think 
vould 'be of information In this re- 
pcct.

When the really cold 
weather comes, when considerable and 
continuous heat Is needed, two cords 
o( wood will bo required to produce 
the same amount of heat as one ton 
of coal, and in addition the wood lire 
requires much moro. attention. 
Coal dealers throughout tho

have been asked by the fuel adminis- 
trator to inform him, at once, as to 
the amount of!cordwood they are car- 
rying, in addition to their supply of 
coal. 
All of this Information will be com- 
plied, and will represent a complcle
